The  County  Council  which  is  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  tuberculosis  scheme  has  also  made  provision  for  the  examin- 
ation of  sputum,  and  during  the  year  the  number  otf  specimens 
examined  was  175,  of  which  30  were  positive  and  145  negative.

Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers 
Illegitimate  Infants  and  Homeless  Children. 

The  Crewe  and  District  Association  for  Prevention  and  Rescue 
Work  maintains  a Hostel  in  Stalbridge  Road,  Crewe.  I am  in- 
debted to  the  Rev.  L.  C.  Davies,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  for 
the  following  information: — -“During  1933,  116  women  and  girls 
were  helped  as  follows: — Admitted!  to  Hostel,  15  ; sent  bo  Training 
Homes,  15  ; to  other  refuges,  5 ; tot  Maternity  Homes,  2 ; to  Mother 
and  Baby  Home,  1;  to  Situations,  17 ; to  Hospital,  2;  restored  to 
Friends,  9;  on  Holiday,  3;  still  in  Hostel,  1 ; visited  and  otherwise 
helped,  60.  \ 
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Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  facilities  provided  by  the  Corporation  consist 
of  four  ambulances  . Two  are  stationed  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
one  of  which  is  used  for  the  transport  of  notifiable  infectious 
diseases,  the  other  is  used  for  other  conditions  which  may  be 
infectious.  Two  are  stationed  in  the  town  for  the  use  of  non- 
infectious  and  accident  cases. 

The  total  number  of  patients  carried  by  the  ambulances  was  935  ; 
the  total  number  of  journeys  made  was  929 ; and  the  total  distance 
covered  was  18,682  miles. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

The  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  were  given  in  detail  in  the 
report  for  1930  and  there  is  no  change  to  reccTd. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

Ante-Natal  Clinic 

The  Ante-natal  Clinic  wag  commenced  in  October,  1926,  in  the 
Clinic  Rooms,  Old  Railway  Hospital,  and  is  held  each  Wednesday 
afternoon.  It  is  open  to  any  midwife  .or  expectant  mother  in  the 
Borough  who  desire  to  make  use  of  it. 

During  the  year  56  expectant  mothers  attended,  paying  in  all 
166  visits.  In  12  cases  the  mother  has  been  sent  by  the  midwife 
and  44  came  voluntarily. 

Mothercraft  for  Girls 

The  special  demonstrations  given  to  the  older  girls  about  to  leave 
school  were  continued  during  the  year.  These  demonstrations  show 
how  a baby  should  be  handled,  how  bathed  and  how  dressed. 
Good  type  cf  baby  clothes  are  shown  and  explained  and  instruction 
is  given  on  the  care  of  milk  in  the  home.  Whenever  possible  a 
real  baby  is  used  in  the  demonstrations. 

During  the  year  23  such  demonstrations  were  held  and  these 
were  attended  by  552  girls. 
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Maternity  Home 

During  the  year  169  oases  were  admitted  to  the  Home,  of  which 
number  63  came  frotm  addresses  outside  the  Borough.  In  98 
instances  (57.9%)  the  case  was  attended  by  a medical  man,  and  of 
the  remaining  69,  67  were  attended  by  the  midwives  of  the  Home 
and  2 patients  were  not  delivered. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  in  the  Home  was  13.9  days.  Of 
the  babies  born  in  the  Home  8 were  stillborn. 

Two  expectant  mothers  were  found  at  the  ante-natal  examin- 
ation to  have  Albuminuria.

visitsJ 


Home  Helps 

The  scheme  for  providing  Home  Helps  for  service  in  midwifery 
cases  were  continued  during  the  year  and  a Home  Help  was  supplied 
in  16  oases. 


Maternal  Mortality 

Inquiry  into  the  case  cif  maternal  deaths  is  made  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  in  view  of  the  interest  taken  in  this  subject 
it  may  be  said  that  the  cases  soi  far  investigated  have  not  given 
any  reason  to  suppose  that  they  could  have  been  prevented. 

No  official  enquiry  is  made  into  cases  of  puerperal  fever  or 
puerperal  pyrexia  since  such  enquiries  can  be  better  made  by  the 
County  Council  as  Supervisors  of  Midwives. 

During  the  year  275  families  were  supplied  with  milk  free  or 
at  half-cost  under  the  Council’s  scheme;  216  families  were  supplied 
with  6,273  gallons  free,  and  9 families  with  248  gallons  at  half-cost. 

The  total  quantity  of  milk  supplied  was  6,521  gallons.

The  number  of  living  babies  found,  after  deducting  still  births, 
deaths  and  those  who  had  left  the  town,  and  after  adding  those 
who  came  to  town,  was  566.

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Boarded  out  Children 

From  the  1st  April,  1930,  the  functioning  of  Part  I of  the 
Children  Act,  1908,  formerly  discharged  by  the  Board  of  Guardians, 
devolves  upon  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Local  Government 
Act,  1929,  and  the  Children’s  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1932. 

The  main  object  is  to  secure  that  any  child  under  nine  years  of 
age  who  is  maintained  “for  reward’’  shall  be  notified  to  the  Local 
Authority  in  order  that  it  may  be  kept  under  observation  and 
supervision. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  operation  32  children  have  been  notified 
4 of  whom  have  attained  the  age  of  9 years ; 1 has  been  adopted ; 
4 have  returned  to  their  parents,  and  4 have  left  the  district. 

The  homes  of  these  boarded  out  children  are  visited  periodically 
by  the  Health  Visitors  and  aill  the  children  found  to  be  well  cared 
for  and  the  home  in  a clean  condition .

OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supply 

There  are  27  Cowsheds  in  the  Borough,  and  the  number  of  Cows 
is  approximately  198. 

During  the  year,  50  samples  of  milk  were  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  in  one  of  them  tubercle  bacilli  was  found. 

During  the  year,  5 Dairy  Cattle  were  suspected  of  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis,  and  these  were  accordingly  dealt  with  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  and  on  being  slaughtered  the  post  mortem 
examination  revealed  advanced  tuberculosis  in  all  five  cases. 

During  the  year  also,  98  tests  were  made  for  the  purpose  of 
detecting  dirt  in  milk,  and  of  these  14  were  dirty. 

The  number  of  Dairies  in  the  town  is  36,  the  number  of  milkshops 
is  109,  while  6 licences  were  granted  to  sell  Grade  “A”  Milk,  and 
2 licences  to  sell  “Certified”  Milk. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods 

There  are  8 slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough,  of  which  6 are 
registered  and  2 are  licenced.
